Smith is also editor of the re- 
cently published Mark Twain of 
the Enterprise, a collection of 
early newspaper pieces written by 
Mark Twain.

Smith has taught at Harvard, 
University of Texas, Southern 
Methodist University, and Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. At pres- 
ent, in addition to being depart- 
ment head at Berkeley, Smith is 
the literary executor of the Mark 
Twain estate and is currently en- 
gaged in further research on 
Twain.

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Traffic Conditions Become 
Problem; Regulations Set 


Traffic conditions are becoming a problem at Sacra- 
mento State College with the increasing number of student- 
driven vehicles. Regulations have been released by Dr. Guy 
A. West, president of the college, that will , that will pertain until fur- 


ther notice. 

Vehicie Code 603 reads, in part, 
as follows: 

“(a) No person shall drive any 
vehicle, nor shall any person stop, 
park, or leave standing any ve- 
hicle, whether attended or unat- 
tended, upon the driveways or 
paths of any grounds of any State 
College, except with the permis- 
sion of, and upon and subject to 
such conditions and regulations 
as may be imposed by the State 

1. Vehicles are permitted on the 
college roads and grounds on the 
condition that all road signs, 
traffic laws and regulations of the 
State, the City, the County, and 
the College are obeyed. 

2. No through traffic is per- 
mitted. 

3. Maximum speed limit is 25 
miles per hour unless otherwise 
posted to a slower limit. 

4. Parking is not permitted on 
any roadways. This _ includes 
shoulders and adjacent areas. 

5. Parking is permitted in des- 
ignated, marked parking lots only. 

6. No parking is permitted over 
white separating lines limiting in- 
dividual spaces in parking lots. 

7. Parking areas with curbs or 
bumpers marked in green are re- 
served for faculty and staff only. 

Areas with curbs or bumpers 
marked in yellow are loading 
zones and are to be used only 
while loading and unloading ve- 
hicle. 

Areas with curbs or bumpers 
marked in red are restricted and 
no parking is permitted at any 
time. 

Areas with curbs or bumpers 
marked in white are for general 
perking use. 





Wet-paint warnings have been 
practically eliminated in indus- 
try by infra-red heating for sur- 
face finishing treatment.

‘Tossable’ Palm Tree 


“All crew members, as well as 
the cast, of the current Mister 
Roberts production are complete- 
ly familiar with the Navy's Blue 
Jacket Manual of Regulations,” 
commented Sandy Fowler, as- 
sistant student director. She ex- 
plained that particular emphasis 
is being placed on authenticity, 
and detail. 

Work With Officer 

Working in connection with 
Comander Morrow of the US. 
Navy, the crew is facing prob- 
Jems of staging, properties and 
effects. The technical staging is 
intricate in detail, with a tri-levei 
set being constructed. 

The first level wili incorporate 
the use of the stage trap-door 
system. The second level features 
the main deck of the ship, on the 
main stage of the theater. The 
third of the tri-levels is the cat- 
walk, a narrow passage, which 
houses the honored palm tree. 

“The major set, the ship's deck, 
occupies the full stage, parts of 
which revolve revealing the inner 
compartments of the Captain's 
Cabin, Robert’s and Pulver's 
cabin, and the crew's quarters,” 
Miss Fowler commented as she 
explained the use of the jack- 
knife stage. 

Make Inter-Com 

Facing the problems of a re- 
alistic sounding inter-com system, 
and an explosion, the sound de- 
partment is being handled by 
Barbara Thornhill. Other depart- 
ments have problems, too. “Take 
for example, building a palm tree 
that will withstand being tossed 
overboard every night,” Miss 
Fowler laughed. Aiming for au- 
thenticity the properties depart-

Unlike most  pro- 
ductions, the action ranges from 
dawn 'til midnight with lighting 
as an important part of staging.

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All That Jazz 
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JAZZ ABORTION EVIDENT 








The abortion of jazz is «evident 
in much of the work that is being 
released on records, TV, and 
movies. Musicians rationalize by 
Saying they are “reaching the 
public,” and therefore are in- 
troducing more peopie to the 
sound of jazz. 

There is some improvement 
made in the pop field, but Jazz 
itself is not improved to any 
noticeable extent. After listening 
to the sounds that have been 
produced in the rock and roll 
field in the last few years, there 
seems to be a need to improve 
what we commonly refer to as 
the “commerical field.” 

People who appreciate jazz do 
so because they understand the 
language to some extent, and the 
people who do not appreciate 
jazz will not do so unti! they find 
it within themselves. The situa- 
tion is somewhat like saying thac 
Roger Williams is drawing people 
to appreciate Tchaikowsky. 

The music that is produced by 
jazz musicians must maintain its 
uniqueness, or it will no longer 
be jazz. The musicians often 
abandon their responsibilities and 
the jazz field is left to too few 
innovators. 

This is not to say that there 
are no jazz innovations to be 
found in commercial tunes ‘as in 
many of Frank Sinatras re- 
leases), or that jazz music will 
not sell to a large audience (as 
has Ellington, Fitzgerald, et al.). 

THE RAUCOUS RADIO: Re- 
cently a local disc jockey very 
frankly summed up the radio in- 
dustry’s feeling about what the 
public wants. He said that if 
more jazz and classical music 
were played, people would stop 
listening. In part, he may be 
right. 

But in addition to maintaining 
a large listening audience, it is 
also the necessity of radio to be 
of public service, by the very 
fact of their position of being a 
public communication. It should

season, was termed ineligible be- 
cause of his participation on a 
varsity college basketball squad 
in four different seasons, Before 
coming to SSC, where he has 
played three varsity seasons, 
Fausset played a year of fresh- 
man bal! and another in varsity 
status at San Jose State College 

According to NCAA tourna- 
ment rules, a player cannot par- 
ticipate in a post-season tourna. 
ment after his fourth year of 
varsity competition. The situa- 
tion brings to mind another of 
a few years back, when K. C. 
Jones was disqualified from the 
University of San Francisco 
Dons’ squad for the same reason, 

Others Hunting Too 

However, the Green and Gold 
will not be the only squad in 
the tournament hurting from this 
ruling. Terry Bazadier, leading 
scorer f or Los Angeles State 
College's five, has also been left 
out. In addition, Chapman Col- 
lege lost two players from its 
squad. Only Willamette escaped

Loyalty Oath in Question 


The statement issued by The Young Republicans which 
appears below this editorial brings into focus a very signifi- 
cant issue on the American scene today. 

The issue goes beyond deciding if the loyalty oath is 
an adequate means of protecting the United States from 
foreign subversion, It brings to question whether the 
loyalty oath itself is contrary to some of the fundamental 
precepts of a democracy. 

The Young Republicans did a more than adequate job 
in their statement of examining the nature of a democracy 
as it relates to the loyalty oath. 

The Hornet agrees with the sometimes expressed point 
of view that perhaps those persons who advocate the use 
of the loyalty oath may see some valid reasoning in certain 
alien ideologies or at least fear that the democratic ideal 
might not stand up in a test of comparison. If true, this 
is indeed a deplorable situation because it means Americans 
are being forced to accept on blind faith the democratic 
philosophy. 

If the only way for the democratic philosophy to per- 
tain is by blind acceptance, then there must indeed be some- 
thing radically wrong with the philosophy. 

Fortunately however, the democratic philosophy can 
withstand a rather profound examination and comparison 
with other ideologies. 

As the situation stands now, persons who oppose the 
loyalty oath are immediately looked on as subversives in 
many circles. It is almost the same effect which comes 
about when persons say that the addition to the Oath of 
Allegience to the United States, “One nation under GOD”, 
is unconstitutional. The facts in the case are that a good 
argument can be made that freedom of religion implies 
freedom from religion and that to force a person to say he 
believes in God is thus unconstitutional. The person saving 
this is nevertheless considered to be in some manner un- 
American. 


Sacramento State College Young Republicans 
A RESOLUTION 


A resolution to propose that Sacramento State 
College not accept loans authorized under the National 
Education Act of 1958 as long as such loans are con- 
tingent upon the recipient signing a non Communist 
affidavit. 

WHEREAS, Under the present statutes, a stu- 
dent must sign a non Communist affidavit in addition 
to an oath of allegiance as a prerequisite to receiving 
a student loan under the provisions of the National 
Education Act of 1958 and 

WHEREAS, Non Communist affidavits represent 
a threat to academic freedom by restricting full free- 
dom of inquiry and expression and 

WHEREAS, In a form of government based on 
reason rather than force, the unencumbered pursuit 
of truth is vital and 

WHEREAS, The democratic 
insulated from opposing ideals and 

WHEREAS, An unrestricted examination of the 
alternatives to democracy will result in stronger con- 
victions than mere acceptance of dogmatic ideas and 

WHEREAS, The efficacy of such affidavits are 
questionable, considering that those engaged in sub- 
version would have little scruples about signing and 

WHEREAS, If the purpose of the affidavit is to 
cause violators of their oath to perjure themselves, it 
is apparent that the acts of violation would be suf- 
ficient to gain conviction without the charge of perjury 
and 

WHEREAS, Such institutions of academic excel- 
lence as Antioch, Bryn Mawr, Mills, Princeton, Reed, 
and Swarthmore have already declined to accept funds 
under the oath as it is now written. 

RESOLVED, That the Sacramento State College 
Young Republicans propose and actively support the 
refusal of such funds until such time as the non Com- 
munist affidavit requirements is removed. It is to be 
understood that the Sacramento State College Young 
Republicans endorse the use of the funds providing 
this limitation is withdrawn. It is to be further under- 
stood that there is no obligation to an oath of alieg- 
iance to the United States Constitution inasmuch as 
the Constitution provides for freedom of thought and 
expression. 

RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolution be 
transmitted to Dr. Guy A. West, President of Sacra- 
mento State College. 

The above resolution was adopted unanimously by members 

present at the regular meeting on Thursday, Feb. 26, 1959.

Evidently Jerry Lipman has 


caught me in a trap of my own 
making and I compliment him. 
With sincere apologies to all con- 
cerned, I retract my assertion 
that the Board of Education is 
responsible for the enactment of 
Section 20345.5 of the Education 
Code, together with my state- 
ment that the college's integrity 
is comprised and its authority 
usurped 

Now Mr. Lipman has done me 
an appreciated service in pointing 
out these errors, but what else 
has he accomplished? A careful 
examination of his article shows 
that aside from accusing me of 
claiming that the State Education 
Code is unconstitutional, a delib- 
erate misrepresentation of fact, 
all he has really said is that the 
abolition of ASSSC and student 
cards would cause the collapse of 
most student activities and result 
in the dismissal of “a lot” of in- 
structors. 

Mr. Lipman knows that I have 
never advocated abolition of 
ASSSC or student cards, but that 
I have consistently stated my be- 
lief that ASSSC membership 
should be voluntary. Would this 
result in the horrible conse- 
quences he describes ? 

I refer Mr. Lipman to Sacra- 
mento Junior College. Student 
body membership there is volun- 
tary, and yet SJC has a full pro- 
gram of activities in music, dra- 
ma, journalism, etc., and oddly 
enough, boasts a winning football 
team. To the best of my know- 
ledge this hasn't cost SPC a single 
capable instructor. 

And what has Mr. Lipman 
failed to do? He has failed even 
to attempt to show that ASSSC 
and its policies have the support 
of a significant portion of its own 
members. 

Further, he has failed to state 
a single reason why anyone 
should support compulsory stu- 
dent body cards.

I was one not allowed to regis- 
ter until I had gone out and bor- 
rowed money to pay the extra 
ten dollars for the student body 
card. I had already been forced 
to borrow money needed to pay 
the legitimate fees (and have not 
been able to pay It back even 
yet)--I consider this a bona fide 
example of hardship; however, & 


member of the staff refused me 
(and told a few falsehoods in the 
process, probably unintentionally? 
until I paid the extra ten dollars. 

I personally know of at least 
one limited student that was 
forced to pay the student body 
fee and was told to go to the 
Dean's office for a refund if de- 
sired: which sounds to me to be 
a subterfuge to get a busy half 
time student to make a gift of the 
money. 

Mr. Lipman says all that is 
needed to repeal the mandatory 
fee is a petition with 35 per cent 
of the student body signed to it. 
I charge he is trying to slyly trap 
the possible interested petition 
advocates into wasting their ef- 
forts in a fruitiess first try: I 
hear last year students stood in 
long lines to sign just such a pe- 
tition, then the fair and just Stu- 
dent Council refused to receive 
it because permission wasn't re- 
quested from them to circulate 
such a petition. It wouldn't take 
a genius to figure out that get- 
ting such permission from a stu- 
dent Council with these tenden- 
cies in government would be 
about as possible as getting the 
Supreme Soviet to give permis- 
sion to circulate a petition asking 
to adopt the U.S. Constitution in 
Russia. 

SSC is the only State College 
in the state with a mandatory 
student body fee (the fee charged 
is the maximum allowed by law 
incidentally). It is not legal to 
have such a rule in a state op- 
erated college unless voted in by 
the students because it actually 
does effectively give the student 
council the power to reject stu- 
dents over the head of the admin- 
istration 

Up at Chico State when such a 
rule was recently suggested for a 
vote the student burned (in effi- 
gy) those who suggested it. Evi- 
dently here at SSC there are none 
with the guts or fortitude; in- 
stead here we paid, without com- 
plaining, what I would estimate 
to be some $50,000 for just this 
semester.
